On July 4,, 1883 
by emenimously adopted congregational resolution, the name was 
chenged to Kountse Memoria! Evangelical Lutheran Church. 

The first year’s meeting place was in a Methodist Church and 
thee i» « Congregetiona!l Church until February 16, 1862, when its 
owe cherch wee dedicated at 13th and Douglas Streets. Due to 
reaped develooment of business in the vicinity of the church, a more 
ewiteble church site was sought. 

Earty 1882. grownd was broken for the new church building 
ot )@th end Marney Streets. First services were held in the com- 
pleted sew church on Easter Sunday, 1885. 

In March 1904. the church property was sold and plans ac- 
cepted for the building of « new church at 26th Avenue and Farnam 
Street. Dedication services for the present Kountze Memorial 
Evengelice! Letheran Church were conducted on Sunday May 27, 

The expending life of Kountze Memorial brought about the

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON HOME MISSIONS 


Ecclesia Plantanda, the church must be planted, has been the 
consuming passion of the members of the Home Missions Commit- 
tee and the staff in the Central States Synod office during this 
past year. The members of the Home Missions Committee; the 
President of the Synod, Dr. A. W. Young; the Secretary of Home 
Missions, Dr. Reno R. Frobenius, and the many devoted pastors on 
the mission fields have been working together to accomplish the 
great missionary mandate of our Lord. 


The Home Missions Committee held quarterly meetings to re- 
view and supervise the home missions work of Synod. Individual 
pastors and laymen on the committee have also given special time 
and effort to visit certain mission churches on behalf of the mis- 
sion program. The Secretary of Missions has endeavored to keep 
the Synod informed on this special work through the articles, “On 
the Home Mission Front,” in the Central States Lutheran. The Sec- 
_ retary has also prepared a series of slides, “The March of Missions,” 
on the work and institutions of Synod and particularly the mis- 
sions of Synod, which has been shown in numerous congregations 
- and groups in Synod. This not only helps to keep the members in- 
formed on the program of missions, but also helps to increase inter- 
est and devoted giving for benevolence. 


Your committee and staff have endeavored to carry on mission 
_ work in the Synod in growing urban fields, county seat towns, 
“and in other communities where the need appeared; also supple- 
mentary aid has been given to a number of congregations known as 
Synodical Aid Missions.

A loan in the amount of $16,000.00 was necessary to com- 
plete construction, which is being amortized in the amount of 
$500.00 semi-annually. $10,000.00 is to be received in 196] from 
Phase II of the NLC Student Center Fund allocetion which will 
reduce the loan then to $4,000.00. 

Ministry and Program 

Response to worship has increased. Attendance during the first 
semester of this present school year averaged 159, with 225 as the 
highest. 329 different persons attended communion in 1958, and 11 
were confirmed. Of the 800 NLC students at the university, over 
450 were known by the staff, most of them participating. Many of 
the married students are integrated in the local Lutheran congre- 
gations. 

The ministry includes Sunday worship, Sunday evening LSA, 
Wednesday Vespers and Lenten services, occasional matins, a credit 
course at Cotner School of Religion each semester, Bible and doc- 
trine classes, Grad Club, Kupples Klub, Faculty Fellowship, and 
Lutheran Student Choir. Evangelism, counseling, and recruitment 
for church vocations receive major emphasis. 


At the annual meeting in January, the Lutheran Student Foun- 
dation amended its articles of incorporation making the Foundation 
an official agency of the church bodies with congregations in Ne- 
braska. This means that the Board of Directors of the Foundation 
are now appointed (or elected) by the church bodies or their execu- 
tive committees.

Report of the Board of Trustees 
of Midland College 
to the Central States Synod | 
Within the next two or three decades, every person in the 
United States is certain to be personally and immediately involved 
in higher education in this country, thus exercising an influence on 


~ national life and the Church that can hardly be overestimated. 


About two generations ago, in 1900, the number of men and 
women of college age (18-21) who were actually in college 
amounted to hardly one in 25 the country over—and in large areas 
of the South, the Southwest and the West, the figure was nearer | 
one in 100. Small children in those regions gaped at young men and — 
“women who, it was said, were college students. 


Things changed with the ending of the First World War. But 
even as late as 1940, only about one in 10 Americans of college age 
were really in college—today the ratio is one in three Americans of 
college age in college. They number about 3,600,000 students today 


‘and will number four and a half to five million in college by 1965. 


To keep up with the number of students is going to cost money 
—oceans of money—for salaries of professors, —— labora- 
tories, equipment and upkeep.

We opened the academic year with 492 students in the day 
sion, another record enrollment, and 161 in the evening session, 
or a total of 653. Seventy-nine percent of the students regularly 


enrolled are members of the Lutheran Church. The increase in the © 
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number of Lutheran students over the last five years is most 
encouraging. In the student body oa are 86 young men and 
women preparing for church vocations. |

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For the fifth successive year, Midland College balanced her 
budget. This was due, of course, very largely to the continued help 


of the Church. We are most grateful for this generous support. 
With careful management we anticipate a balanced budget this year 
also, this despite the fact that inflation, constantly increasing costs 
and services and the added expense of campus expansion have 
added to our financial burden. 

Our most pressing problems are faculty salaries and the re- 


placement of the present classroom-administration building. There 
is no dodging the fact that, with the impending increase in college | 
enrollment in this country, it will become increasingly difficult to 
secure and retain strong faculties. We face competition from in- 
dustry, government, agencies of one sort or another, public schools, 
and other colleges. We particularly face competition from tax 
supported colleges, whose resources are limited only by the willing- 
ness of state legislatures to grant funds. f: 

Our faculty is relatively strong. Our problem is to keep it 
strong. We can never compete, dollar-wise, with industry or with 
the wealthier institutions, but we must pay reasonable salaries. 

It is just a truism to say that a strong faculty is of antecedent 
importance. 

Equally important to good teaching are adequate and not ante- 
quated classrooms. For 10 years Midland College has known the 
need for replacing the administration-classroom building. The Ne- 
braska State Fire Marshal also recognizes the need for replacement 
of this building, for a reason other than inadequacy. | 

The President of the College strongly recommends that every 
encouragement be given each congregation and individual to assume 
. their full share of responsibility in the Midland Appeal, that the 
replacement of this building may become a reality before other 
powers take action forcing us into a most embarrassing situation. 

Obviously large sums of money are involved but so are large 
numbers of our church youth, whom we cannot afford to neglect if 
we are to accomplish our educational missionary objectives. 

A simplified report, as of the closing of our fiscal year, follows. 
It will be noted that this is a large size budget to balance and with- 
out the aid of our many friends within the Church, it would not be 
possible. | 

Again we express our very great gratitude for the interest the 
Central States Synod has taken in the College and the support it 


has provided.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE MIDLAND APPEAL 


The Midland Appeal has had a good start. The response thus 
far, while short of the goal, has been sufficient to encourage a pro- 
gram of enlargement and expansion at the college. But that only 
increases the urgency of the need for these funds. 


It would be tragic if the Appeal terminated at the end of 1958. 
It will not be really completed until the full sum is in hand, until 
the last and final dollar has been given to this worthy cause. 

Our gratitude goes out again to the pastors and congregations 
that opened their hearts and homes and purses, not only to the 
presentation of the Appeal, but in response to the purposes and 
objectives of the Appeal. The congregations that made full response 
to the Appeal, and that have already given their full quotas, have 
not been wealthy beyond the others. They have been generous and 
co-operative, eager to do their share, and their constituencies have 
been made up of the average rank and file of members. There has 
been no superfluity of funds but there has been a genuineness of 
interest and a willingness to help. 


Most of us saw the map from a recent Fortune magazine. It 
gave the personal income figures throughout the nation and showed 
’ the 1958 gain over 1957. It was astounding. It indicated we are in 
the heart of the most prosperous section of the country. The Central 
Plains area is the brightest spot on the business map of America, 
with substantial gains in Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma, and smaller 
gains in Arkansas and Missouri. Only Arizona and New Mexico 
share such a favorable place in the nation’s business picture. The 
average incomes in our territory exceed those anywhere else in the 
country. 

What does that mean? Just this, that the people of our synod 
are getting better annual average incomes than people elsewhere, 
and that our church people are better situated financially than in 
many years past. And this should be reflected in our giving to the 
Lord’s cause. We are to give, not out of our surplus, what is left 
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over, but out of our daily, weekly, monthly, annual earnings. 

This gratifying statement comes to us through the “Educational 
News” of the Board of Higher Education: The total synodical per 
communing giving to colleges and seminaries ranges from $.377 to 
$2.959, WHICH HONOR GOES TO CENTRAL STATES SYNOD. 
Our financial situation should encourage and stimulate us to give 
more freely and generously to the specific and immediate needs of 
Midland College. 

Substantial gifts are often made by. many people to special 
causes or cherished institutions. What aroused their interest or 
awakened their devotion to these special needs? Sometimes it may 
have been a guest speaker, or some impressive program, or some 
appealing literature, but the largest single factor has generally been 
the consecrated leadership of the pastors. The people in the pew 
generally follow the pastor in the pulpit in their interest in specific 
phases of the church’s work. If the pastor is sold on a cause his 
people will generally be sold also. Sometimes it is a devoted lay- 
man who points out the needs and leads the way. But in the last 
analysis the real and ultimate reason for interest in these causes is 
found in the words of the Master. He was once asked what was the 
greatest commandment, and he answered, “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, soul, strength and mind, and thy 
neighbor as thyself.” Some take seriously his cause and the needs 
of his church and its institutions. Let us all do this in our daily 
living and daily giving of ourselves and of our means. ’ 

The Midland Appeal continues through the work of the college. 
The college will carry on through 1959 and thereafter. Many pastors 
have assured us their congregations will continue to contribute to 
the Appeal till their full quotas are raised. Let this be the goal of 
every congregation in the synod. Midland College needs our sup- 
port, deserves our support, must be given our support.

CENTRAL LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


Directly and through the agency of those who love Him and His . 
Church a gracious Heavenly Father continues to bless Central 
Seminary. Its friends are increasing in number, in interest and in 
generosity. 

During the past year the largest enrollment in its history was 
_enjoyed,—forty-nine. Each of the supporting Synods was repre- 

sented in the student body as follows: the Central States by twenty- 
four, the Iowa by five, the Rocky Mountain by eight, and the Texas 
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and Louisiana by five. Three of the students were non-Lutherans. 


One was a lady taking special work, and three came from beyond 
our territory. There were nine seniors, nine interns, ten middlers, 


seventeen juniors and four specials. While just about one half of 
the students are graduates of Midland College last year's student 
body represented twenty-four American and foreign colleges and 
universities. 

Our faculty, consisting of seven active members, represents an 


of forty-nine. Only one of the ULCA seminaries can claim a higher 
percentage of the teaching staff with earned doctorates. Two mem- 
bers have studied abroad. 

Next to providing well trained young men for the vacant pul- 
pits, and for other spheres of ministerial service, Central's present 
main objective is to qualify for full accreditation by The American 
Association of Theological Schools. Last spring the Board invited 
a representative of the Association to spend two days on the campus 
in order to make a thorough survey of the Seminary and its work 
and to report his findings. The report was gratifying and hearten- 
ing. Every recommendation which could be put into effect without 
increasing the budget was immediately acted upon favorably. In 
order to make it possible to adopt the recommendations calling for 
additional funds the Board at its meeting in October of 1958 took 
the necessary action to ask thé supporting Synods for an increase 
in financial support. Following is an excerpt from the minutes: 

“In view of the considerable deficit which is shown, the 

following action was taken: Motion made and carried: 

‘Inasmuch as the Seminary is working toward accredita- 

tion, needs to raise Professor's salaries, and meet increasing 

operation costs, we respectfully request that the supporting 
synods increase their support to the Seminary to the 
amount of $1.00 per communing member’.” 
Realizing that the Seminary will be hampered in its development 
and work until its budget can be materially increased, the Board 
would earnestly hope that the Synods will see their way clear to 
grant an increase, at least as large as is hereby requested. 


In order that the entire constituency may be made acquainted 
with the financial support by the several Synods a report of their 
contributions, according to the books kept by the Office Secretary, 
during 1958 is here made.

The response of those who used the films was very 
favorable and a great amount of the finest type of missionary edu- 
cation among our people was accomplished. 

For the coming year the committee is proposing that films 
be handled through the film library; that the committee make 
available to the library certain current strips and promote their 
use by the congregations of Synod. 

A report from the Board of Foreign Missions indicates that 
rongregations in our Synod contributed $4,847.87 toward the net 
total of $75,749.64. The Board also reports that considerable 
progress has been made in Japan toward developing the church 
camp program. This year no appeal was made in January as 
previously, according to the action of our church in convention. 
As a result the call for Epiphany materials was curtailed—only 
55 orders were received at the time of this report. 

The Epiphany theme for 1960 will be related to mission work 
in Africa. Our Board is preparing special material on Liberia 
and also some on Tanganyika. Filmstrips to be available include 
one on the emerging church in Liberia. Another one being de- 
veloped through the Luther League will emphasize the place 
young people in the church in Liberia. Our Board is also 
operating with the Board of Parish Education in developing a 
filmstrip to be used as a part of the 1960 Vacation Church School 
series. And also in cooperation with the Committee on World 
Literacy and Christian Literature, NCCCUSA, they are producing 
a filmstrip on the work of Dr. and Mrs. Wesley Sadler in Liberia.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CIRCULATION 
OF “THE LUTHERAN” 


“Your Committee did not handle the promotional helps this year. 
_. THE LUTHERAN placed samples of these helps in the September 
issue of the Pastor’s Desk Book. A handy order card made it pos- 
sible for each congregation to order the helps desired and in the 
correct number needed. This new plan of promotion greatly eased 
the burden formerly placed on the Synodical Committee. The Com- 
mittee is grateful to THE LUTHERAN for this new plan of pro- 
‘motion. 
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Your Chairman sent a letter to all pastors early in September 
informing them of the changes in the promotional plan and urging 
them to order the desired materials promptly. Other members of 
the Committee wrote articles for each issue of the Central States 
Lutheran. The cause of THE LUTHERAN and the Synodical Plan 
were presented at the fall conference meetings by the conference © 
representative on the Committee. 

As of March 1 there were 4584 subscriptions. The 41 lists yet 
to be received will add 1318 for a total of 5900. This will be 160 
short of last year. There are 21 100% congregations this year. Two 
of these are new but three 100% congregations in 1958 failed to 
renew 100% for 1959. Four congregations have entered the Syn- 
odical Plan for the first time and one of these is 100%. There are 
still 40 congregations not taking advantage of the Synodical Plan.
